California citrus and nut grow- 
ers are not realizing as much 
money from their harvests as last 
year, the State agricultural de- 
partment | noted today, - although 
it predicted 1947-48 season’s yield 
to be 30 percent greater than the 
16-year average: pn 

The 1947-48 season should ‘yield 
a national orange crop of 108,260,- 
000 boxes, the department said, 
which is five percent under last 
season's record. 

The indicated national grape- 
fruit crop of 62,270,000 boxes; the 
California lemon crop 14,100,000 
boxes, or two, percent above the 
1946-47, the early and midseason 
orange crop 51,200,000 and the 
valencia harvest 57,100,000. 

For California, the department 
estimated navel and miscellaneous 
oranges at 19,400,000 boxes, about 
one percent less than last yéar, 
and about seven percent above 
average. Valencias are forecast 
at 31,200,000 boxes—eight percent 
less than last season. Grape- 
fruit are forecast above last sea- 
son.

‘Sought in State 


SACRAMENTO (#)—A ballot 
title probably will be issued within 
10 days for a proposed omnibus 
measure designed to legalize slot 
machines, horse race bookmaking 
and other forms of gambling, boost 
old age pensions, revise tax struc- 
tures and put into effect other 
controversial proposals, the At- 
torney General's office said today. 

The proposal has been submit- 
ted by a group which includes 
Roy G. Owens and Willis Allen, 
who promoted the twice-defeated 
Ham ’N Eggs pension proposal, 
and Assistant Attorney General 
James H. Oakley said it was now 
being processed. 

To qualify the measure for the 
1948 ballot the sponsors must ob- 
tain 204,672 valid signatures of 
voters. ‘ 

In addition to legalizing gam- 
bling the proposal would: 

Require soil replacement in 
dredge mining operations, substi- 
tute a gross income tax for all 
taxes on property, prohibit cross- 
filing by candidates in primary 
elections, regulate the pollution of 
streams by hydraulic mining, pro- 
vide for the licensing of naturo- 
pathic practitioners, reapportion 
the State Senate and legalize the 
sale of colored oleomargarine.

WASHINGTON (#) — A $5,- 
|600, 000,000 income tax cytting 
| bill which would strike 7,400,000 
low income and elderly persons 
from the tax rolls was introduced 
‘today by Rep. Knutson (R-Minn.), . 
| For the 47,000,000 other’ tax- 
| payers the measure, referred to by 
-its author as “veto proof”, ‘pros- 
jpects tax reductions ranging from 
58 per cent in the lowest bracket 
to 10 per cent on higher incomes. 

Knutson, chairman of the " tax- 
writing ways and means commit- 
tee, said he expects the bill ‘to be 
the first major business when Con- 
|gress reconvenes in January. The 
reductions would be retroactive to 
January 1. 

They would slash tax revenues 
by $1,600,000,000 more than the 
$4,000,000,000 Knutson measure 
‘which President Truman _ twice 
killed with vetoes earlier this 
year, 

Provisions 

Here is what the new’ bill would 
do: 

1. Increase the present $500 
personal exemption to $600, thus 
freeing 6,000,000 low income per- 
sons from tax, paying and provid- 
ing some reductions for all other 
taxpayers. This would reduce 
revenues by about $2,000,000,000, 

2. Apply the ‘community prop- 
erty” principle to all states, per- 
jmitting married couples to split 
ithe family income equally for tax 
reporting purposes ‘in order to take 
advantage of lower surtax bhrack- 
ets. This principle now is applici- 
able in a dozen states by local 
law. General application would 
cost the treasury about $600,000,- 
000. 

3. Provide, in addition to the 
$100 added exemption and “com- 
munity property” split 10 to 380 
per cent graduated reductions as 
follows: 

A. 30 per cent for those with 
incomes after deductions and ex- 
emptions not exceeding $1,000. 
‘There now are 29,200,000 taxpay- 
ers in this group. 

- Scale 

B. 30 to 20 per cent, on a slid- 
ing scale, for those with taxable 
incomes between $1,000 and $1,396. 
This would affect 14,500,000 per- 
sons.

It* goes without saying that approval of the Marshall 
plan for European aid, involving as it does the most far- 
reaching economic consequences not only abroad, but also 
at home, will not be voted by Congress without careful and 
exhaustive consideration. 

But there are disturbing indications that action is being 
delayed not so much by debate on controversial phases of the 
program as by a resurgence of isolationist sentiment in the 
house. ‘ 

Purpose of the Marshall plan is to furnish the tools badly 
needed by the countries of Western Europe to get into pro- 
duction and resist the encroachment of Communism from the 
east. Public opinion surveys have demonstrated that the 
American public vigorously endorses this aim. 

The Communists have been given a setback in France. 
Signs of wavering in the United States at this point, however, 
could only lend fresh encouragement to the Communists. If 
we. are sincere in our desire to keep representative govern- 
ment’ functioning in Western Europe we should surly not 
falter now.
